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Like any needle for truncal anesthesia that we know of, It is composed of a first rigid part, 
about eight centimeters long, inside wh ch is installed a needle that can be called the working part, 
and which can have an outside diameter of eight-tenths of a millimeter and is made of a solderable 
metal. This needle emerges in a conventional way 18 millimeters from the first part which can be a 
larger needle, the two parts preferably being tin-resin soldered. The end of the outer part serves as 
dead stop. 

Five millimeters behind this stoj: the device is elbowed at an angle of 155 degrees, that is, 
25 degrees over the extension of the ma n part The bevel of the needle is located on the inner side of 
the obtuse angle, and thus the angle of penetration of the needle will make it possible always to follow 
the bone under proper conditions with a «jood grip, even in a case of trismus. 

As a result of the angle, the neiidle can be inserted directly into the retromolar foramen. A 
change of direction from down to up or t.p to down will be achieved with the least trauma by a simple 
rotation of the needle. It should be notod that the 25-degree angle makes it possible to insert the 
needle with nearly no lateral thrust.

A needle bent at its end in ordv.r to easily follow the shape of the bone of the retromolar 
foramen up to the Spise [sic] spine, even in a case of trismus 
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
